TRNY BILDHAITER ATTEMPTS TO 
SHOOT AL MADERAS; CART* 
MIDGE FAILS TO EXPLODE. 


RESISTS FLAMES FOR ELEVEN 
HOURS, BUT FINALLY TOPPLES 
TO ITS END. 


Only the failure of the cartridge to 
explode averted what might have 
been a tragedy, when Tony Bildhauer 
Made an attempt on Wednesday even¬ 
ing about B:80 o’clock to shoot A1 
Maderas, after the latter called him 
a vile name when Bildhauer ordered 
him to leave his poolroom on Grand 
and Linden avenues. Ill feeling has 
existed between the two men for some 
time, and was caused by a disagree¬ 
ment of the amount of a debt which 
Maderas owed the proprietor of the 
poolroom. 

Maderas accused Bildhauer of de¬ 
ducting ten dollars too much from a 
$100 bill which he tendered in pay¬ 
ment of the debt, which Bildhauer 
claimed to be $40. Bildhauer states 
that rather than have any disagree- J 
ment about the matter lie returned 
$10 to Maderas and ordered him to 
stay out of the poolroom. 

According to reports, the thirty- 
dollar debt was money whicli Ma¬ 
deras had borrowed from Bildhauer 
and ten dollars a gambling debt 
which Maderas repudiated. 

Trouble Starts 

When Maderas and Les. Howard, a 
friend, entered the establishment on 
Wednesday evening, Bildhauer re¬ 
fused to allow Maderas to play pool 
and repeated to him that neither his 
presence nor patronage were desired. 
A counter exchange of hot words and 
the attempted shooting followed. 

Maderas and Howard fled to the 
street and reported the matter to 
Deputy Sheriff Charles Schurk, to 
whom Bildhauer surrendered the 
weapon, which was unloaded by the 
deputy, one of the cartridges bearing 
plainly the mark of the hammer of 
the 38-calibre revolver, which was of 
the old "American Police” type. 

No warrant for Bildhauer’s arrest 
has been issued. 


The largest of the two towers at 
the Federal wireless station here 
collapsed at 11 o’clock Thursday 
morning, having been destroyed by 
flames which it is supposed broke out 
about midnight Wednesday.

The San 
Mateo department, in turn, notified 
the South San Francisco department 
of The alarm, but as the fire was re¬ 
ported to the local fire department 
only an hour before the tower fell, it 
was then too late for any effective 
saving work.

James Byrnes, a laborer who has 
been employed at the Pacific Coast 
Steel Mill about three months, died 
at the South San Francisco Hospital 
from injuries sustained when struck 
Wednesday morning by a Southern 
Pacific switch engine. 

Temporary aid was given him by 
switchmen and the engine crew pre¬ 
vious to his being taken to the hos¬ 
pital, but he succumbed after a few 
hours. His skull was fractured and 
he sustained several fractures about 
the left side of his body. The engine 
tender and one car passed over his 
left foot. 

Coroner Brooke held an inquest at 
the City Hall here on Thursday even¬ 
ing, and the jury returned an almost 
immediate verdict of accidental 
death. 

Byrnes stated just before his death 
that he had no relatives or near 
friends. He was about 40 years of 
age and lived at the Grand Hotel.

The annual Lincoln Day exercises 
were celebrated in the High School 
Auditorium on Wednesday, Judge E. 
E. Cunningham delivering an address 
to children of the higher grammar 
school grades and high school stu¬ 
dents. 

Preceding the introduction of 
Judge Cunningham, Supervising 
Principal Adams put the pupils in 
an interested mood' by the recital of 
a humorous story which Lincoln de¬ 
lighted to tell. 

In his address Judge Cunningham 
touched feelingly on the absence of 
George McDonald, a Civil War vet¬ 
eran, who had met the great eman¬ 
cipator Lincoln, and who had ad¬ 
dressed the school children here an¬ 
nually for several years. “Taps has 
sounded for my old comrade; he has 
answered the final roll call, but I 
know a happy reveille will sound for 
him on the other shore,” said Cun¬ 
ningham. 

In his address Judge Cunningham 
went deeply into the character of 
Lincoln and from his life drew a les¬ 
son of patriotism and their heritage 
as citizens of the country which he 
had united. 

The program opened with the sing¬ 
ing of “America,” following which 
Elmer Vaccari gave an admirable 
rendition of Lincoln’s Gettysburg ad¬ 
dress.

According to dependable weather 
reports, more than five inches of rata 
fell this week in South San Franciae* 
during the storms which swept Sam 
Mateo county and the bay district. 

The torrential rains caused floods 
generally throughout the county, 
sewerage facilities proving inade¬ 
quate to carry off the heavy down¬ 
pour.

ernment or necessity of the war. An 
army of nurses volunteered for work 
abroad or at the cantonments. Women 
drove ambulances and motor cars and 
motor trucks. They formed agricul¬ 
tural leagues and went out on the 
farms to work. They did canteen 
work, meeting incoming trains and 
speeding outgoing ones at any hour 
of day or night. Musicians and artists 
of all kinds gave up lucrative work 
in order to give their time to the en¬ 
tertainment of troops at camps and 
cantonments. As nurses and social 
workers went abroad the home 
women supplied their vacant places. 

Every housewife who conserved 
food and economized in coal and gas 
and wool did her part toward the 
work of the nation. 

And the United States Senate now 
denies women equal suffrage to these 
same women, and by that vote con¬ 
tinues to classify them with “aliens 
and idiots” as the present constitu¬ 
tion reads. 

We'venture the suggestion that the 
most illiterate of the women who 
were refused the right of the ballot 
could vote with more judgment on 
any question than the twenty-nine 
Senators who voted against the suf¬ 
frage amendment in the United States 
Senate. 


When war was declared the women 
-of America immediately organized to 
carry out the wishes of the govern¬ 
ment. Each State formed its Woman’s 
Council of Defense, which by means 
of local branches reached and helped 
to mold the public opinion of every 
community. Lectures and demonstra¬ 
tions were held under their auspices; 
the requests of the Food Administra¬ 
tion were widely disseminated and 
fully explained; women were regis¬ 
tered for war service, community and 
child welfare work was done. 

The work of women in the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross was wonderful. The 
women of the land gave up their time 
and skill to work for the army and 
navy, at home and abroad. They made 
surgical dressings, knitted and sewed 
for the comfort of “our boys.” They 
organized hospitals, sent nurses, did 
all they could for the well-being of 
our forces. 

The many women’s clubs of out 
land showed their patriotism in war 
work of every kind and especially in 
work for the buying of Liberty Bonds 
and War Savings Stamps. 

And what of the individuals? One 
cannot say enough of their patience, 
hard work and heroism. Responses 
were made to every call of the gov- 


SALVATION ARMY WORK 

ATTRACTS CHINAMAN 


Appreciation of the work of the Sal¬ 
vation Army in China was shown by 
a Mohammedan Chinese, opposite 
whose little store the army workers 
established a hall. Although he

QUOTAS OF LOAN 
WILL DEPEND ON 
WARSTAMPSALES 

Oversubscriptions of January 
and February Savings Cam¬ 
paign Allotments to Re¬ 
duce Loan Task 


Victory Liberty Loan quotas of th® 
Twelfth Federal Reserve District are 
to be determined in some measure by 
the amounts loaned the government 
by each district In War Savings 
Stamps during January and February. 
If a district oversubscribes Its War 
Savings Stamp quotas for the first 
two months of the year, its Victory 
Liberty Loan quota will be decreased 
to the extent of the oversubscription. 
Conversely, if a district falls to reach 
its January and February Stamp quo¬ 
tas, its Liberty Loan quota will be 
Increased. 

When Lewis B. Franklin, director 
of the War Loan Organization, was In 
San Francisco recently, he revealed 
that on the day the armistice was 
signed there was in progress in Wash¬ 
ington a meeting to formulate plans 
for the continuous sale of Liberty 
Bonds—such a plan as governs the 
sale of Thrift anil War Savings 
Stamps. Moreover, the Liberty Bond 
and War Stamps work was to be 
closely coordinated. 

These plans were immediately dis¬ 
carded when the Germans signed the 
armistice and when Secretary of the 
Treasury Glass took office he an¬ 
nounced that the Victory Liberty Loan 
would be the last. In the face of sug¬ 
gestions that the Victory Loan be put 
on a cold commercial basis, he added 
that the men making these sugges¬ 
tions were discounting the patriotism 
of the American people and he would 
depend upon the patriotism of the 
American people rather than place se¬ 
curities of the United States govern¬ 
ment upon a plane with the paper of 
private corporations. 

The banks used to buy United States 
bonds bearing 2 per cent interest be¬ 
fore the war. That’s how good the 
credit of the United States is. 

The $100 you put into a Victory Lib¬ 
erty Bond will be worth $125 plus in¬ 
terest when prices settle down. A dol¬ 
lar is worth what you can buy with It.

INC OME TAXES MUST BE 

PAID BEFORE MARCH 15 

» ~~~~~~ 

San Francisco, Feb. 14.—There will 
be no general extension of time be¬ 
yond March 15 for the filing of re¬ 
turns and for the payment of Income 
and excess profits taxes due on that 
date. This announcement was made 
yesterday by Collector of Internal 
Revenue Justus S. Wardell, follow¬ 
ing a telegram from Commissioner 
Daniel C. Roper. 

“A financial emergency makes it 
necessary to get the initial tax pay¬ 
ments in by March 15,” said Com¬ 
missioner Roper in his message to 
Collector Wardell. “No other course 
is possible. Some months ago, in the 
emergency of financing the war, the 
Treasury issued certificates of in¬ 
debtedness to an amount approxi¬ 
mating $800,000,000, maturing March 
15. The first payment of the income 
and excess profits taxes for 1918 was 
planned for that date, to meet this 
huge obligation. 

‘‘The American people have proven 
that there is no emergency too great 
to be met and solved by co-operation. 
This present situation is another 
emergency which can be overcome by 
co-operative effort. The bureau ex¬ 
tends its every force toward this end, 
and I am relying on the people to 
meet the situation whqle-heartedly.”
